Chicago. September 23. My advices 


during this week were so conflicting 
as regards the ccniiltlon of the grow- 
Ing crop of corn and the extent of the 
damage done by the late frosts thnt 
I nm anxious to find out the exact 
stato of affairs in the principal corn 
producing sections, and I wll thank 
you to advise me by return mall If 
any damage was done, what propor- 
tion of the crop In your section was 
caught by frost and whether or not 
you think the crop In bushels has 
been over or underestimated. 1 have 


advices from reliable parties in many 
sections which Indicate that consid- 
erable damage was dene on high as 
well as low lanr'.s., They arc a unit 
In saying the crop was overestimated 
and vrry uneven. 
I have also re- 


ceived some samples during tho week 
from sections—and 
I 
will add not 


from the extreme northern states— 
showing corn still In the milk and a 
number wrote me that corn had not 
even dented when the frost struck it. 
Others, from almost the same terri- 
tory, report the corn beyond all dam- 
ger. It Is unnecessary for me to say 
that corn which was so late that It 


was still growing when It was caught 
by frost, must have boon materially 
Injured, and 
I cannot remember of 


n year when as late as the middle of 
September, corn was in that condi- 
tion. 
I want to be liopt fully ad- 


vlsod. as there are possibilities In 
the corn market within the next few 
months that are out of the ordinary. 


I for thnt reason, and so that I may be 
lable to odvlFO my customers rclla- 
! biy. 1 malto this Inquiry. 


The whont market fluctuated with- 


I In n narrow range during the week. 
I but the undertone was strong. 
Val- 


I lies at the close yesterday wore higher 
than tho previous woek. and tho char- 
'actor of the buying was of the best. 
Moro outside trade was noticed than 
wo have had for smiie time, but we 
need considerable more to take tho 
market out of tho present rut and 
start n permanent advance. My cor- 
respondence, however. Indicates nn 
Increased Interest In grain specula- 
tion among tho general public. Just 
as they are experiencing In cotton. I 
believe In a short time general spec- 
ulation will divert largely from stocks 
to grain, and I find there are many 
ready to take hold of December or 
May wheat at around or under 70c, 
believing a considerable advance and 
not much decline Is probable frcm 
that level. Thero Is no question but 
thnt December and May wheat arc 
selling at fictitiously low prices com- 
pared with tho prlco of September and 
cash whont. If September wheat Is 
(worth over 73e here and cash wheat 
Is worth oven more than thnt, there 
Is no reason why December wheat 
should not sell at that' or higher.
